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Prior to 10 February 1953, the Kindel training area was occupied by a 
guard detail of aboirfc 20C soldiers vho were quartered in three groups, 
namely the first group in the north section of Camp Rudenko, the second 
group in the west section of the samp on Highway Ho 84, and the third group 
in the east section of the camp, on Highway No 84. The detail probably had. 
recently been released, as it was observed every month. Source did not notice 
any construction work. Except for those occupied by the guard detail, the 
low wooden buildings; were boarded.
